Nor will this pro- 
pofal greatly increa‘e the bufinefs 
of the fuperior court, for as no 
caufes will be carried there for de- 
jay, there will be only the real dif. 
putes, which are always few com- 
pared with the whole number :— 
and even the difputes will. be grad. 
ually leffened when difputing does 
not aniwer the purpofe of delay.
